_ Five Daring Robberies at the Pis- 
tol’s Point.

Demoralization of the Police Board—Wherethe 
Gang of Desperadoes Comes From—How 
They “Worked” the Country on the Way 
Here—The Mayor's Emphatic Language— 
“Talks With the Chief of Detectives and the 
Chief of Police—Arrests. 


The opening raid of the thieves and foot pads 
who infest the city every winter was made ina 
very complete Manner last évening. For many 
years the season of burglary, highway robbery 
and sandbagging has been inaugurated with a 
rush as soon as cold weather had pegun toappear. 


After the first onslaught, the police have usually 
exerted themselvesin such amanver that the 
depredations have been purtially stopped, Last 
ear, for instance, there was very little of it. But 
ine demoralization of the police force has been 
made so complete by the late scandals and 
troubles in the Police Board, thai the lawless 
classes have already developed a boldvess which, 
comiug thus early in the season, would seem 
to indicate that the present winter would 
be a reign of terror § for the citizens. 
The methods adopted by the villains so far are 
OPEN ROBBERY, 
accompaniec with force and violence. Weapons 
bave been used and the scoundrels are not at ail 
slow nor unwilling to shed bloed if the slightest 
resistance is offered. Only a few days agoa 
galool opposite the west gate of Beilefontaine 
Cemetery was robbed. All the visitors were made 
the victims, as well as the proprietor, the 
raiders displaving their pistols and 
threatening te kill in true James boy style. 
No clew to the gang was discovered, and nothing 
further was heard of this nature until last night. 
Shortly after 7p. m. three young men entered the 
saloon of Join Niess, at 903 North Fourth’ street, 
next door tothe bank. They walked up to the 
bar, behind which the barkeeper, Hermann 
Ramm, was engaged in arranying the bottles. All 
were well dressed, and did hot seemto be at all 
desperate characters. Ramm paid no particular 
attention to his customers beyoud the tact that 
he noticed that the mar who did the 
talking was little pale-faced fellow, who 
e is sure he would know again. 
The little fellow wanted to Know what tue otners 
would have and they both replied “beer.” Then 
the man who was dotnug the treating thought he 
would have beer, and soof Ramm had laid three 
foaming Mus ou the counter. Just as he had de- 
siied the giasses in front of the three young fel- 
ows, the littie pale faced man 
DREW HIS REVOLVER, 
pointed it up into the bar-vender’s face and sald, 
~“‘Keep quiet, now.”’ The words were 
uttered in @& low tone, but 80 seri- 
ousiv that ali idea of a joke was excluded. 
The barkeeper made a quick turn, auda rush for 
his revolver, which was situated on the side- 
board, five feetaway. As he did so, one of the 
two made arun to get behind the bar, his atten- 
tion eyeegety being an attack upon the cash 
drawer. While Ramm was fumbling among the 
glass, vying to catch bis weapon the little mau 
fired,¢ sana the barkeeper felt a_ burn- 
ing pain in the back of his neck. 
At the same time one of the robbers rushed back, 
rabbed the drawer and scampered out again over 
he counter. When the barkeeper had secured 
his revolver and returned the men were already 
atthe door. Ramm took a good, quick aim, and 
the chanees were Very good ihat ai least one o! 
the treebooters would be left bebind asa clew 
upon which the police might be abie to find our 
sonmthing about the others. But the 
saloon man’s revolver would not work, and the 
three robbers escaped through the door. 
Which way they went could not be ascertained 
for some time. A young fellow who claimed to 
have seen them lounging about the place, said 
thattwo ofthem had trotted down tuwards old 
Cherry street, and that the other, he thought, had 
mage tracks south on Fourth street. Mr. Niess 
Was up stairs when the shot was fivea. He ran 
down immediately,aad found his saloon well 
filled with people who had been attracted 
by the report. Kamm, the barkeeper, was 
found, not much disabled by his wound. 
He was doing some quiet cursing in German 
over the mishap he had met with when he had 
drawu a dead bead on the littie pale-laced rubber. 
Dr. Garlock Was sent for. He tound that the 
bullet hua entered the neck at the back, had 
rangea around to the left side, and had settled 
there almost underneath the chin, and not tar be- 
neath the skin. The missiie Was cut oul and then 
it Was found that it had been fired from a littie 3z. 
caliber revolver, one of the smalicst Weapons used. 
One remarkable lact Was that altnough the bal! 
had entered near the back of the neck, it had 
miseed the cervical vertebra and the large arter- 
ies, and that a wound which should have been 
Talal was really only trifling. Dr. Gariock said 
that although the wound wasapaintul one, it 
need not be considered at all of a dangerous char- 
acter, Later, the cash-box was found by 
a citizen oon Franklin avenue, betwee 
Thira and Fourth streets, where the 
robbers had = evidently thrown it away.

“Thisis the resuii of the Honorable Board’s 
doings,” said one of the shrewdest members of the 
vepartment.

MARIO, THE TENOR. 


The Great Singer Dies at Bome—Deyte, the 
A rtist— Obituary. 

To-day’s telegrams announce the death of 
Mario, the greatest operatic tenor of this gener- 
ation, at Rome. He was born at Genva in 1812 
of anobie family. He first attracted attention as 
an amateur singer,aud be was long restrained 
by family pride from making @ professional en- 
gagement to sing. He made his first appearance 
in 1838 in the role of ‘Robert le Diable,” and his 
success Was assured frum the first moment of 
his professional career. His first appearance in 
London was in 1889, and he enjoyed a long and 
brilhant suecess in that city. After his first 
London engagement, he sang each season Doth 
in that city and in Paris. It Was about 1946 
that he reaped the full measure of fame and 
recognition, and since that time his pre-eminence 
has not been Gisputed, It is said thatin “La 
Favorita” he achieved his highest distinction as 
a dramatic singer. He has never been surpassea 
as asinger of romunces. Mario waS aman cf 
remarkable physieal beauty, and of the must 
gracious and pleasant manners. The tnstinctive 
elegance of bis demeanor contributed in no small 
measure to his popularity. He retired from the 
operatic stage nearly ten years aco. 

RICHARD DOYLE. 

Richard Doyle, the distinguished English artist, 
whose death was announced in this moruing’s 
telegrams, was bornin 18236. He first attained 
potoriety by contributing humorotis and satirical 
desigus to the London Punch. He has been much 
admired, notonly for his consummate artistic 
skill, but also for the elevated moral tendency of 
his work.

One Year in the City Jail for Attempting 
a Pension Swindle. 

When Judge Treat took his seat on the bench 

In the United States District Court at 11 o’elock 


this morning, he looked down upon a very uonhap- 
py old man. This was Patrick Macklin, who, two 
weeks ago, Was convicted by a jury of an at- 
lempt to swinale Mrs. Harries’ Green 
out of nearly $1,800 of pension money. 
It was expected that Judge Treat would pass up- 
on the application that had been made iu the be- 
half of Macklin fora new trial, and that in the 
event the motiou was overruled, he would sen- 
tence the defendant. This was precisely tue pro- 
gramme that was carried out. When Judge Treat 
had concluded his statement, be asked if there 
was avy reason why sentence should not 
be passed. Assistant District Attorney Smith 
asked that sentence be passed immediately. 
Mr. Frank Ryan, who has acted as Mrs. Green's 
private attorney, stated that the money i con- 
troversy had been paid over and if the court 
would consider the fact in mitigationof Macklin’s 
Offense he should be glad. W. P. Bently, one of 
Macklin’s attorney’s, said that Mr. Thorough- 
man, bis associates was absent in Arkansas, 
and he asked that sentence be de- 
ferred until his return.

Commercial Notes. 

The Government report on corn is just out, and it 
gives a rather unfavorable review of the present con- 
dition of the crop. It says: “Returns of corn pro- 
duction are more conservative than October and No. 
vember, from injury to soft corn by warm, moist 
weather north of the 4th parallel. Corn that has 
been cribbed is in worse condition than for many 
years. The proportion of unmerchantable corn is 
therefore large. The final estimated quantity pro 
auced will fall a few millions short on previous indi. 
cations, or twenty-three bughels peracre. This esti- 
mate relates enly to the quantity, and makes no dis- 
count for the interior quality, which seriously in- 
creases the practical shortage.” The corn sections 
north of the 40th parallel are the northeast corner of 


Kansas, all of Nebraska and Iowa, the north half of 
Missouri, and mostof the Staies of Dlinois, Indiana 
and Ohio.——That the corn of Ceatral and Southern 
Kansas, and Southern Missouri is in good shape and 
acy is reported by every travelia nan who has 

tely been through those sections. Sy. J. Smith, 
of Cole Bros. Commission Corapany, lately returned 
from Kansas, ssys teat the corn is piied up all along 
the lines of the different roads, ready to come to 
market, but the moveinent eastward is checxed b 
the extreme scarcity of cars. This Kansas corn 13 
grading very wellin this market, and some of it in- 
specting No.2 in Chicago, where the inspection is 
very rigid. ' 

A letter from a merchant of Kansas City to W. T. 
Anderson & Co. says: “There is on track here nearly 
1.00 cars, mosily corn. The shelling capacity is only 

bout 8 cars ily. and much of this is ear corn. 

ouldthey clear tne tracks we could make quite a 
show on receipts.” ——-But a Kansas City telegram to 
another firm here, received this forenoon, states that 
corn is not coming forward near as freely as antici- 
pated, and that receipts were growing smaller.

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ARMY PEDACOCICS. 


How the Soldiers are Taught Their 
A, B, C’s, 


- — 
— 


St, Louis the Headquarters of the Education al 
Service—The Jefferson Barracks School— 
Interesting Particulars. 


Chaplain George C. Mullins of St. Louis 
has been for the past eight years Supervisor 
of Education in the United States Army. 
The department has been in existence only a 
little while longer than that, ro that he may 
be considered its entire architect, as Gen. 
Garfield was its founder. It will be hews to 
most people that there is any such thing as 
regular education of soldiers, and much more 
that the system has been created and brought 
toatolerable degree of perfection by one 
who claims St. Lotis for his home. 
“Four ‘years ago,” says Mr. Mullins, 


“I was offered headquarters in Washing- 
ton, but I preferred St. Louis, both on ac- 
count of its central location, and because I 
married here (the daughter of the late Capt. 
Spahr, proprietor of the, Planters’ House). 
Previous to that time 1 made my headquar- 
ters with my regiment, the Twenty-tifti In- 
fantry, but most of my time has been spent 
in traveling from post to post, establishing 
schoois, reading-rooms and librairies. I have 
traveled all over the frontier.”’ 

Mr. Mullins, during the war, was a “boy 
preacher” at Covington, Ky. In his work 
of educatiug the pvor re and the still 
poorer soldiers’ child, he is an enthusi- 
ast. He has just forwarded his an- 
nual report to Secretary Lincoln. The 
etiquette of the War Department 
will not permit him to furnish the press with 
a copy of this report. Nevertheless, sub- 
mitting to the interviewing process, he has 
furnished the Post-DisPpatTrcu with about 
the same facts and figures as are contained 
in the report. The iacts are not secret, but 
the report is. 

THE UNITED STATES STATUTE 
creating the Educational Department is as 
follows: 

“Schools shall be established at all posts, 
garrisons, and permanent camps at which 
troops are §stationed, in which the enlisted 
men may be instructed in the common 
English branches of education, and_ espe- 

cially in the history of the United States; 
aed the Secretary of War may detail such 
officers and enlisted men as may be neces- 
sary to carry Out this provision. It shall be 
the duty of the post or garrisun commander 
to set apart a suitable room or buildiug for 
school aud religious purposes.” 

The necessity fer education in the file of 
the arny is paw much greater than in time 
of war. ‘lwo-thirds of those who now enlist 
are American burn, but generally very illit- 
erate, and the foreiguers are coe | better 
informed. It was long ago preved that only 
the educated svidier could be the guod soldier. 
Chaplain Muliins says it never fails that the 
best marksman ina company is one of its 
best educated men; and a man who abso- 
luiely can’t h.t a target at all is always 
found to be extremely illiterate. This eau- 
cation of the soldier was a pet scheme of 
Gen, Garfield, and if he had lived, its prog- 
ress to perfection would have been much 
fasterthanithas been. He succeeded in 
jassing the clause quoted above without de- 

ate, or even a speech in its support. 

In the eight years in which Cuaplain Mul- 
lins has been at work he has succeeded in es- 
tablishing 108 schools, with 148 teachers. 
Nearly every post bas now a school. Of 
enlisted men now in garrison there are 20,- 
000. Ot children over 5 years of age 
there are 2,390. Attending the 108 
schools there are now 3,700 ehildren and 
soldiers. Last year there were 3,355 schol- 
ars, divided as follows: 1,586 enlisted men ; 
children of same, 987; chidreu of officers 
370; civilians, 412. There were then 105 
schools. ‘There are stilt! some thirty pusts 
and camps that have no teachers, for the 
reason that they cannot be obtained. ‘here 
are also now established 130 reading-roomas, 
containing 

FIFTY THOUSAND VOLUMES, 
again of 5,000 volumes sintce 1882. Every 
post has a reading-room, supplied with 
toy meh and magazines, furmished in 
art the Quartermaster’ 8s Department. 
The average daliy attendance at the reading- 
rooms has been over 5,000. When a 
post has a chaplain takes charge 
of the school. there is no 
chaplain, then some suitable man who has 
more education than most of the men is 
elected to take charge of the school. There 
are now inthe army only thirty-five active 
chaplains. ‘These belong to ali sects, two 
being Roman Catholics. Some few posts 
hire a teacher, the men and officers coutrib- 
uting from their private purses. Each post 
is required to maxe a report to Supervisor 
Mullins every two months. Quite a number 
of religious and charitabie institutions regu- 
Jarly contribute to the libraries aud reading- 
rooms. For instance, the Young Men’s 
Christian Association of New York send 
around to the posts 600 papers each month. 
In addition to the post libraries, there are 
some few larger and finer regimental libra- 


ries. 

The funds for carrying on the Post Schools 
are obtained from a saving made on flour. 
T he troops bake their own bread, thus saving 

33% per cent of the cost. This constitutes a 
post fund, whichis used for several other 
purposes besides education, such as garden 
beeds, gymnasium, chapel, and printing 


eT T he great need of the department is funds. 
SECRETARY LINCOLN 

strongly favors an educational appropria- 
tion, and without doubt one will be made at 
the next session of Congress. In the perma- 
nent posts there are suitable bulidiugs 
erected by the Quartermaster’s Department 
for chapels, schools, post libraries and read- 
ing-rooms. When a soldier is detailed to act 
as teacher he receives 35 cents a day extra pay. 

The attendance of soldiers at senovl has so 
far been optional, but there isa strong press- 
unre from colonels and higher officers to 
have it made compulsory, The children of 
soldiers are compelled to attend school. The 
children of citizens living near qa post gen- 
erally pay asmalisum into the post fund. 

The school books are purchased from the 
post fund, Where there are white and col- 
ored soldiers, separate schools are main- 


tained.

Down at Jefferson Barracks there is 4 
large and flourishing school in charge of the 
Post Adjutant. ‘There are 100 men and forty 
children in daily attendance. The head wmas- 
ter is Sergeant Swischer. Although only a 
non-commissioned officer, be is a man of un- 
common classical attainments and a Master 
of Arts of an Eastern college. 
His attainments asa teacher are such as 
would easily secure him a good position in 
any high school in oivil life. Supervisor 
Mullins is in great need of an assistant and 
will probably be allowed one as soon as the 
necessary funds are obtained from the Gov- 
ernment. As is well known. St. Louis is the 
headquarters of the cavairy recrtiting ser- 
vice of thé country. ‘The recruits are kept 
bere four months before assignment to regu- 
lar service. In that short time nearly all of 
the illiterate ones are now taught to read 
aud write. 

A NORMAL SCHOOL. 

Chaplain Mullins has recommended 
and looks forward to the =—_—iulti- 
mate establishment of a modest eunentary 
norma! school at Jeffersun barracks t 
would then be feasible to enlist recruits, es~ 
peciaily to serve as teachers. While the other 
recruits were being drilled into soidiers, 
they could be drilled in the organization and 
manayement of schools according to an ap- 
proved system, and a modern method of in- 
struction. 

Strange to say, the work of Capt. Mullins 
meets with some oppusition among oid-time 
army officers. There are fogy ollicers still 
wearing straps who only want their men to 
obey, and are dead set against the innova- 
tion of reading books and papers outside of 
drill hours.

LABOR NOTES. 

The Knights of Labor voted down at 
their recent Generai Assembly in Cincin- 
nati a proposal to provide a ‘“‘strike fund’’ 
by levying five cents a week per capita. 
They provided for a fund to help locked out 
mem bers. 

The San Francisco Knights of Labor have 
orgavized, under Staie laws, a cooperative 
society, with a capital stock of $10),000 in 
10,000 shares of $10 each. A grucery was 
started on the first of November. Other 
enterprises will fo.low. 

The iron trade is reported as dull. Rail- 
road work in the Westera mountains is be- 
ing closed fur the winter. At Pittsburg, 
Schenectady, Cleveland, Troy, and Cohoes 
several large roiling mills and other works 
‘Tnerre are no strikes or 
lockouts in the trade. 

The cigar box makers who are locked out 
number about 1,000, one-third of whom are 
girls and wowen. ‘They all refuse to work 
overtime, the manufacturers having agreed 
to press over-production in order to be pre- 
pared fur an unexpecied strike. 

Freach bootmakers do not earn more than 
their fathers did fifty years ago, but the 
cost of Jiving has increased largely. Their 
wages do not exceed seventy cénis per day. 
Competition of Beigian.Crisp:ns keeps down 
wages. The Baden Gerinaiis compete with 
the French printers, to the disadvantage of 
the latter. P 

The Workingmen’s party of France has 
350 affiliate local societies organized in six 
districts, one of which is Algeria. At the 
late National Congress of French trades 
unions over 100 delegates Were present. 
‘lhey represented unions organized mainly 
oh the English plan, and mostly protective 
and beneiiciary in cnaracter. 

At-the recent International Conference in 
Paris, the Spanish, Italian, and LDelgian 
delegates favored a revival of the old torm 
of the International Association of Work- 
ingmen, With a stronger bond of action as to 
the support of trades union policy and meth- 
ods. This movement is known as the “Red” 
as against the “Black,” or Anarchist move- 
ment organized by Bakunin.

ng upon the linen fur many hours. But the 
““‘laundress held to her own, and the Earl's 
uick resentment ere long evaporated with 
the smvuke of his own bonfire.”” The Earl 
was equally unsuccessful in his attempts tu 
force a charitable iustitution for female or- 
phans to sell htm a certain triangle of land 
which he coveted. His own property ran 
close up to the entrance gates of the institu- 
tion, and there he established a marine store, 
festooned with unsightly vessels, in hope to 
aunoy the Governors into submission.

A HORRIBLE STORY. 


How aJew Was Maltreated by a Rus- 
sian Judge. 
@dessa corres pondent of the London Daily News. 
The fvliowing extraordinary incident, re- 
Iited apparently on the best authority, by 
the Russian paper Saria, and reproduced in 
the South Russian newspapers, call forth in- 
dignant protests even from that portion of 
the press usually most hostile to the Jews. 
The account, which I summarzie, comes 
from the little town of Koretz in the govern- 
mentof Volhynia. Some 8ix weeks ago the 
judg@ of this piace, whilst out driving, en- 
countered a meal-wagon driven bya Jew 
nained Wolf Charbosch. In passing, the 
judge, without the slightest provocatiun, de- 
liberately struck the Jew heavily across the 
face with hiswhip. ‘The latter, exasperated 
and more resolute than many of his vop- 
pressed race, returned the dastardly blow 
with his whip. Here the incident appeared 
to have terminated, save that it was bruited 
about the town fora few days and then for- 
gotten. A sad day of reckoning, however, 
was in store ior sue unfortunate Jew, and 
that day was malignautiy chusen by his 
rosecutor during the sacred Jew- 
sh festival just closed. Wolf Char- 
Bosch was arrested by the rural gen- 
darmes and dragged befure the judge. ‘lhe 
latter, assuming lis chair of office, said that 
for the affrunt he had received frum the 
prisouer be condemned him to be beaten (or 
cudgeled). ‘The Jew was immediately gag- 
ged, his hands bound with cords, and thrown 
lo the ground. Thereupon the judge’s cvach- 
inan seated himself upon the victim’s legs, 
whilst agendarme sat upon his head. _ The 
latter, huwever, now protested that he would 
bave no partin such a punisimeut. Upon 
this the judge augrily exclaimed, “I am the 
judge and acvept tue responsibility,” at the 
saline time seizing a ioaded carbine, leveled it 
at the gendarme’s breast, saying. “If you do 
not obey, L will shoot you.” ‘The puuish- 
ment then pruceeded, and, itis stated, that 
the unfortunate creature was belabored for 
Mure than two hours. He was taken up 
vaif-dead and carried to prison, where he re- 
mains speeciiiess and is uuabie to take food. 
‘Lne lveai doctur bas made a depusition in 
the matter, whiist the distressed wife of the 
outraged Jew has furwaided attested ap- 
peals to the procurator and the guvernor of 
the province. lt is unnecessary for me to 
enlarge upon the possibie effects the example 
of this magistrate’s couduct may produce on 
me Jew-Daiting and fauatical Russian popu- 
ace.
